Trainwreck, won an Emmy for /nside Amy Schumer and hosted 
Saturday Night Live. The Emmy host gave 
viewers his HBO Now password during the awards ceremony. 
David Letterman retired and

The Golden Globe for Best Comedy was presented to the 
film and its star Matt Damon for Best Actor (Comedy).

Lead actor Leonardo DiCaprio won Best Actor 
(Drama) at the Golden Globes and his first 
Oscar for Best Actor in a Leading Role for his 
performance in the film.
